The skill in chuck-a-luck which Mr. 
GREELEY has acquired by long use of 
the party dice-box is only surpassed by the 
benignant and philanthropic air with 
which he rattles the dice and rollg them 
out upon the sweat-cloth tor the delecta- 
ticmolthe groundiings.

WHO ““JUNIUS” WAS. 
A Espg-dhgnme a Supposed to 


[From a Ysa ~t0r4 Times.) 

So many important questions constantly 
ariee the solution cf which depends on the 
identification of handwriting that anything 
throwirg fresh light on the subjeot nas i- 
tive value. Ibe title to ery is often at 
issue on such points, acd the identification 
of literary remains frequently depends upon 
a ecientific analysis of which es yd he ae 
capable There are, to be eure, a great 
perecus employed in pennies or in fenetrephy 
who ure commonly styled ‘“‘experta,”’ and 
wbo are populariy esteemed trustworthy 
Soma in cbirographic mattere. But the 
degree in which their opinions can be de- 
pend«d upon is usually overrated. Mr. 
Twistleton, who has given deeper attention 
to the matter than any literary man who ever 
wrote upon it, says tuat the number of real 
“experts”? in Londoo during the last fifty 
years has been very few; and that—iimitiog 
the application of the term to persons whose 

ekifl i- recognized and deferred to ta the 
highest courts of justice—there are now only 
two “experts” in that eity, namely, Mr. a- 
pot ard Mr. Netherehft. Tae former gentie- 
man, at the instance of Mr. Twistieton, late! 
made an elaborate investigation | of the hand- 
writing of the tamous ‘‘Junius,’’ with the re- 
sult, fo y assented to in a long and 
thoughtful ortacle | in the April Quarterly Re- 
view, of establishing the identity of “Junius” 
with Sir Phihp Francis. Some of the pa . 
the demonstration are so curious as to ma 
it desirable to recite them. The letters ‘ot 
‘“Junius’’ began in the Public Advertiser, 
January 21, 1769. They have “ry ascribed, 
with moie or less plausibility, to no fewer 
than fifteen persons; but the pulk of intelli- 
gent opinion bas always inclined to Francis. 
Stili, this bas only remained highly-probable 
surmise. Posflive proof has been lacking. 
And it bas seemed that the celebrated boast 
of ‘‘Jurigs’’—that be was the sole depository 

of his own secret, and that it should perish 
with him—was destined to be literally veri- 
fied. A copepicuous link in the chain of proof 
that, in the judgment of Mr. Twistteton and 
the Quarterly eview, exploggs \bis aaticipa- 
tion, we will briefly set forth. 

Just one hundred years sgo—thatis to say, 
in 1770 or 1771—Sir Philip, then Mr Francis, 
was on aveit to his father at Bath At the 
Assembly Rooms in that then highly-fashion- 
able city be danced on more than one evening 
with a Muss Giles, a brilliunt young lady, 
whore father was afterward Governor of the 
Bank of Epngiand. 4#t was the custom at balls 
at that time for a ladw to keep the came 

artner for the whole evening; and so 
t fell out with this pair, Snabe quently 
Miss Giles received ao anonymous pote, 
inclosing some complimentary verses. The 
Lote was in one hapdwritiug, the verses in 
arotber. Both still exist, and have been in 
the bends of Mr. Twistieton, Mr. Chabot and 
Mr. Netherclift.. Now, it 18 declared by all 
ibree to be absolutely ceriain that the auony- 
mous note 1* ia the handwriting of ‘ Junius.’’ 
This being so, ard as Fiancis had eviden'ly 
eevt i', 1t Was at first taken for granted that 
the ar ‘opymous verses were in the natural 
bandwriting ot Francie. The most siogalar 
and interesting part of the story follows, Mr. 
Chabot, after deep study, came to the con- 
viction, not only that Francis contd not have 
written the verses, but that the two—the

| been written by the same hand,

Delivering Letters on Sunday.

The bed-clothes aigo and the 
floor wtre stained with it. Her wounds were 
wathed and aod she kindly nursed till 
yesterday morning. The pbysician who called 
speaks of the injury as being very serious, but 
it will probably not prove fatal.

As our hero drew the reins fora few moments’ 
chat with this “ account” he was sa- 
luted by the “head” with the Masoaic sign, 
which, being himself a Mason, be at ooce recog> 
nized, apd retur The poor busband and 
father thus meeting the Orst friend he had ssen 
since leaving home, poured out bis whole heart 
to the* young strenpger, His story begat a 
tively Interest—revealing, as it did, a tale of 
misfortune without crime. Our hero was soon 
impressed with the fact that, notwitheterding 
outside eppearances were decidedly agatn:t this 
“orother,”” he was not only a remarkeodly bright 
Mason, but a genitioman of exceileat mausera, 
good education, and bigh breeding. 

“When I tell you that my poor wife and chil- 
dren have scarcely eaten enough to keep them 
alive for three days, you will excuse these un- 
maniy tears,’ said he, weeping freely as he gazed 
atche little hungry innocents clinging arouad 
him. 

The young traveler was himself moved to tears 
and could not doubt bis own eves, though the 
picture was one be had not expected to meet, and 
one which he bad, perbaps, never met before. 

He at once handed the upfortunate husband 
and father $20, almest the last cent of money he 
bad—re alning only sufficient to take him tothe 
end of his journey by a scant allowance—no; 
caring to keep any to returnon. The stranger 
insisted on receiving only $6, trusting to Provi- 
dence for cnough to complete tis journey to that 
part ef Kentucky whitber he was moving; bus 
the }oupg man’s heart was too large not to have 
given five times ihat amountif he had been able. 

Besides this (as he himself relates it) bis eyes 
Olied with tears, as did those of the father and 
mother, while tbe poor, hungry children literally 
dad. voured the fragmenta of a lunch which 
the young Samaritan had brought with him from 
bis lust breakfast, 

Amid, tbe tears and blessitigs of the little circle 
the kind-hearted stranger roge off, (banking Go: 
that it had been ia his power to bestow so much 
happiness and £0 opportunely. 

Years passed by. and the iocident was abou: 
forgotten, when the benevolent young gentlemen 
received a letter, Ipclosing a $20 bill, gratefully 
recalling the circums'ance above related, an- 
nouncing that the family had reached their des- 
tination In Southwestern Kentucky, and that the 
father Was agein a merchant, making money and 
living happily. 

Almost another decade, including in its whiri 
and turmoil the bloody story of the great civil 
war, Lad once more about shut out all memory 
of the occurrence, when tbe hero of the siory, 
now long since grown to man’s estate, and bde- 
come distinguished in the political history o! 
Kentucky, Was elected to the Lower House of the 
Legisiature. His talents and influence were 
such that, with but littie dificulty, he was elec'- 
ed Speaker of the House. During the contest 
over the Speakership, he had noticed that a 
strapger—and & member of the Radical side—was 
one of his moat active supporters.

“Stir,”’ replied the member, “‘you will recall, 
when ] mention lt, a little scene that oecurred 
when you were a boy on your way to Virginia 
(relating it). It was you who saved my wife 
from starvation. She bas told me time and again 
that ocver did a morsel of (00d taste so sweet— 
so u terly delicious, as that you gave her then. 
She was bul six years old at that time; but wher 
she saw your name, during the late canvass, 
amorg the prominent probabie caodidates for 
ibe Speakersb!p, she ‘laid down the law’ as to 
bow I waste vote. This is all. Netther she, 
nor her father and mother, brothers and -isters 
nor myself, caa ever forget you."’
